He stated that Hr. Charles A. Platt, our architect, 
was in Washington on April 3, 4 and 5, that he went all 
over the new building and expressed himself as entirely 
satisfied with it and with the progress being made. 

The Director stated also that the work on the roof 
was now well advanced, that the plastering was proceeding 
satisfactorily and that the plaster cornices in Galleries 
3 and 5 of the Hew Wing were practically completed, and 
that these two rooms were now being prepared for temporary 
wall covering in order that the architect might try an 
experiment and make a study of the lighting of these rooms. 

The Director further stated to the Board that the 
work being performed by Mr. H. E. Thompson in restoring 
the paintings in the Clark Collection was now well advanced 
and that Mr. Thompson had been paid to date the sum of 
S3,000 for this work.

Lew York, in order that he might take up with Mr. Samuels 
the question of necessary cleaning and repairs to the four 
Gobelin tawestries and the three Beauvais tapestries. 
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In the matter of frames for the Clark Collection, 
the Director stated that one picture by Boutet de Monvel 
had been sent to Lew York in order to secure a suitable 
frame for it and that the remaining five pictures by this 
artist of this series would be framed in the same way; 
that certain frames were now in the hands of Mr. John B. 
Moore for repairs but that it would be necessary to secure 
some twelve or fifteen new frames for paintings in the 
Clark Collection, but tnat these new frames would have to 
be procured outside of Washington. 

The Director stated to the Board that, in accordance 
with the wish of the Trustees he was now earnestly seeking 
to find some competent young man to add to the office,force 
and that, at the suggestion of the President of the Board, 
he had recently conferred with Dr. Billiam Mather Lewis, 
the President of Ceorge Washington University on this sub¬ 
ject, and he read to the Trustees a letter from Dr. Lewis 
dated April 15th in which he stated that one young man whom 
he thought would be suitable was going abroad this summer 
and asked if the work might be postponed until his return 
in the fall. The Director stated to the Board that this 
postponment would be entirely convenient to him. 

The Director then showed the Trustees the work which 
was being- done in the matter of washing the wall covering 
of the picture galleries and this work received the unani¬ 
mous approval of the Board. Inasmuch as this wall cover¬ 
ing originally cost from $2.15 to $2.75 .per yard, and as 
it was being laundered for the sum of 4d per yard, a very 
material saving was being effected. 

The above statement by the Director received the un¬ 
animous approval of the Trustees. 

The contingent accounts of the Director for (l) the 
Gallery Contingent Bund, (2) The Art School Contingent Bund, 
and (3) the Door Receipts Account for the quarter ending 
Larch 31, 1927, were presented and referred to the Committee 
on accounts to be by them referred to Messrs. B. ... Lafrentz

he asked the Trustees to consider the purchase of this pic¬ 
ture in view of certain special considerations which he 
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explained to the Board, The Trustees gave this natter 
careful consideration,, but decided, with i uch regret, 
that under the circumstances which now confronted the 
Gallery, it would he necessary for them to adhere to the 
terms of the Resolution adopted hy the Trustees at the 
Annua.1 heeting held on January 17th last, which pro¬ 
vided that no purchases be made at this time. 


.ater Colors by Joseph Pennell offered for sale. 

The director also submitted to the Trustees two ..ater 
colors by the late Joseph Pennell, and the purchase of 
these pictures was also declined by the Board on the same 
grounds. 


The Trustees then inspected the tapestries and rugs 
which are now stored in Gallery A and expressed their 
satisfaction with the cleaning and repairing which had been 
done to these articles. 


There being no further business, the meeting then 
adjourned.

Mr. Charles C. Glover, the President of The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art, has announced that Mrs. William Andrews 
Clark, of Hew York, the widow of the former United States 
Senator from Montana, has just donated to the Corcoran 
Gallery the sum of $100,000, to be invested as a permanent 
trust fund and the income to be used for the purpose of 
defraying the expenses incident to the organization of 
the Biennial Exhibitions of Contemporary American Oil 
Paintings held by that Institution. Any surplus income, 
after providing for the expenses of organizing these 
exhibitions, is to be expended, in the discretion of the 
Trustees, for works of art by American artists for the 
permanent collection of the Gallery. 

Desiring to have a part in supporting these exhibi¬ 
tions in which her husband took such deep and generous 
interest, Mrs. Clark has created this additional trust 
fund of $100,000 in order to meet all of the expenses of 
organizing these great art events in the national Capital. 

The entire expense of these Biennial Exhibitions of 
American art--the prize awards, the cost of organization, 
and also a surplus for the acquisition of works of art by 
American artists--has now been permanently provided by 
the combined trust funds created by the late Senator Clark 
and his widow. It is their joint contribution for the 
advancement of American art and the encouragement of 
American artists. 

Under ordinary conditions, the next exhibition of 
this series--that is, the eleventh--should open next 
spring, but as the Trustees expect to formally open the 
"W> A. Clark Collection" at that time, and as it is im¬ 
possible to conduct the two events simultaneously, the 
Trustees have been obliged to postpone the Eleventh Bi¬ 
ennial Exhibition until the autumn of 1928. 
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On motion of Mr. Parmelee, seconded by Mr. Fleming, 
this announcement was approved by the Trustees, and it 
was ordered that it be released for publication on Sunday, 
December 18th, 1927.

1927 . 

The studies are to be preserved in a principal build¬ 
ing of the Donee and are to be so kept as to be 
available to the public upon request, subject to 
such regulations with regard thereto as the Donee 
may prescribe; and, so far as possible without inter¬ 
ference with the purpose of the Donee, a reasonable 
number of examples shall be continuously kept on view. 

At least one unit, or portion thereof, is to be ex¬ 
hibited from time to time and shown in sequence above 
referred to. 

They are to be safeguarded in the same way as other 
original objects and may be loaned to, or exhibited 
in, other places under the same conditions as those 
which govern the Donee with, regard to other original 
works of similar character. 

The Donee shall have the right to reproduce or authorize 
reproductions of the collection, or any part thereof, 
under such conditions as it may impose for the purpose 
of preserving its rights and insuring the artistic 
merits of such reproductions and to that end the 
donors give and delegate to the Donee all powers of 
copyright or other similar rights which they may have 
as donors but wdthout assuming any responsibility 
with regard thereto. 

If at any time it is proposed to construct a new 
building to house the art collections of the National 
Gallery, the Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery of Art 
shall notify the Trustees of National Gallery of the 
existence of this collection of studies and request 
them to make provision in the proposed building to 
house them where they may be kept on view in the same 
manner as other permanent exhibits of the Gallery, 
preferably in proper relation with other works of the 
same painter which may come into the keeping of the 
gallery and when such provision is completed shall 
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upon request of tire proper authorities of the National 
Gallery with an agreement to comply with the foregoing 
terms, transfer the said collection to the National 
Gallery of Art.

The Trust Agreement between Mrs. V/illiam A. Clark and Mrs. 
V/illiam M. Gower, on the one hand, and the Trustees of the Gal¬ 
lery on the other hand, is hereby spread upon the minutes, in 
accordance with the order of the Trustees, and is as follows: 














THIS TRUST AGREEMENT, made and executed on the 
first day of April, 1929, by and between ANNA E. CLARK 
'and HUGUETTE CLARE GOY/ER, of the City, County and State of 
New York, parties of the first part, hereinafter called the 
"Donors", and THE CORCORAN GALLERY OE ART, a corporation 
organized by and under an Act of Congress, approved May 24, 
1870, and maintaining an Art Gallery at Washington, D. C. , 
party of the second part, hereinafter called the "Trustee"; 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, the Donors, together with Mary C. deBrabant 
and Katherine L. Morris, have furnished to The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art, of Washington, D. C., the funds to build an 
additional wing to the building of the said Gallery of Art, 
the said additional wing to be used by the said Gallery for 
the sole purpose of suitably housing and exhibiting the 
collection of paintings, rugs, majolica and other works of 
art and of antiquity bequeathed to said Art Gallery by the 
late William Andrews Clark, which said collection is now 
housed in said wing or addition; and 

'WHEREAS, the Donors are desirous that the said wing 
or addition and the said collection housed therein be suitably 
maintained and cared for; and 

WHEREAS, the Donors together with the said Mary C. 
deBrabant and Katherine L. Morris, have proposed to establish 
a trust fund to provide for such maintenance and care; 

NOW, TiffiREEORE, the Donors, in consideration of the 
promises, the covenants hereinafter contained and other good 
and valuable considerations, do hereby give and release 
to the said Corcoran Gallery of Art the sum of Two hundred 
thousand dollars ($200,000.) for the following uses and pur¬ 
poses and subject to the following terms and conditions, to wit 

To hold, invest and reinvest the principal of the 
trust property and collect the income therefrom, and to de¬ 
vote and expend said income to the care and maintenance of 
the said collection bequeathed to the said The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art by the Will of William Andrews Clark, deceased, and to 
the maintenance and upkeep of the said wing or addition erected 
with funds given by the Donors and the said Mary C. deBrabant 
and Katherine L. Morris, Anna E. Clark and Huguette Clark Gower 

, The Trustee may invest the principal of said trust 
fund in such securities as are designated by the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia for investments of trust 
funds under court direction, and in no other security or se¬ 
curities, except that during the lifetime of the Donors the 
Trustee may, with the consent in writing of the Donors, invest 
in any other security or securities all or any part of the 
said trust fund. 
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In case the Trustee should not continue to house 
the said paintings in the sand wing or addition hy reason of 
the destruction of the said building by fire or any other 
casualty, or because of the sale of the said building and 
the removal of said Corcoran Gallery of Art to another build¬ 
ing, then so long as the Corcoran Gallery of Art continues 
to comply with the terms and conditions of the .'/ill of said 
William Andrews Clark, deceased, and continues to exhibit 
the said collection willed to it by him, the income from 
said trust fund may be used by the Trustee for the upkeep of 
said collection and the wing or portion of the building in 
which the same may be housed. 

In case of the failure of the trust created under 
the Will of said William Andrews Clark, or in case of the 
substantial failure of the Trustee to carry out the terms 
and conditions of this trust, then this trust 3hall cease and 
determine and the Trustee shall pay over one-half of the prin¬ 
cipal and of any unexpended income to each of the Donors if 
living at that time, and if not living then to the residuary 
legatee named in the will of the deceased Donor if such resid¬ 
uary legatee be living, and if such legatee be not living, 
then to the issue of such legatee. 

The Donors consent that the trust funds hereby 
established at the option of the said Art Gallery, may be 
consolidated with trust funds established for the same pur¬ 
poses by said Mary C. deBrabant and Katherine L. Morris to 
the end that the entire trust fund established for the same 
purposes may be administered as a single fund. 

The Trustee hereby accepts the foregoing gift, and 
agrees to abide by the terms and conditions thereof.

Treasurer^ report on liquidating loans . 

Mr. Fleming, the Treasurer, reported to the Board that, 
in accordance with the action of the Trustees taken at the 
meeting of June 17, 1929, he has been liquidating the loans 
made to the Gallery by the Riggs Rational Bank for Building 
Fund Ho. 2 as investments held by the Endov/ment Fund matured. 

He stated that the total of these loans, as of June 17, 1929, 
amounted to $232,585, and that after making payments on account 
of said loans, as authorized by the Trustees, the total due to 
the Riggs Rational Bank at this date, namely October 21, 1929, 
was $57,500. 
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Mr. Fleming further stated that the loans made to the 
Gallery Fund as of June 17, 1929, amounting to §6,300, had 
"been paid in full;-that those made to the Anna E. Clark Fund, 
as of June 17, 1929, amounting to §5,500 had been curtailed 
and, as of this date, amount to §2,750;-and that those made - 
to the Clark Addition Maintenance Fund as of June 17, 1929, 
amounting to §6,075 now amount to §9,575. In explanation of 
the increase in the amount of loans last mentioned, Mr. Flem¬ 
ing stated that this was due to the fact that §200,000 of the 
trust fund of §400,000 was not received and invested until 
some months after the first §200,000, thereby delaying the 
receipt of income. He stated further, however, that as all 
of this fund was now invested, the loans would, from this 
time on, be curtailed. 


Consideration of provision for aged employees . 

The Trustees then took under consideration the question 
as to whether the Gallery should make any provision for 
Christiana Johnson, char-woman, who had been in the service 
of the Institution for 23 years and whose term of employment 
automatically terminated when she was recently stricken with 
paralysis. The Chairman then suggested that it might be de¬ 
sirable to appoint a Special Committee to consider making some 
provision for employees of long service who, due to advancing 
years, were unable to continue their services, the said Com¬ 
mittee to make a report and recommendations at a subsequent 
meeting of the Board. The other Trustees concurred in the 
Chair’s view, and Mr. Glover, Jr. suggested that the commit¬ 
tee consider some form of insurance covering cases of this 
character. Mr. Fleming then moved that Mr. Parmelee’s sug¬ 
gestion be adopted and his motion was seconded by Mr. Hamil¬ 
ton and carried. 

The Chair then named Messrs. Hamilton and Minnigerode as 
members of this Special Committee. The Board, however, felt 
that it would be desirable for the Ac ting-President of the 
Gallery, Mr. Parmelee, to serve as the Chairman of this Com¬ 
mittee. The Special Committee, therefore, is constituted as 
follows: Mr. Parmelee, Chairman, Messrs. Hamilton and Minni¬ 
gerode. Mr. Hamilton stated that he would be glad to procure 
certain information dealing with this subject which he had at 
his command, and that he would then present it to a meeting 
of this Special Committee.

(d) to re-arrange the Barye bronzes and to incur such 
expense as may be necessary to this end; 

le) to make adequate provision for properly displaying 
such etchings and prints as are now owned by the Gallery 
or as may hereafter be acquired, to incur such expense 
as may be necessary to this end, and to encourage the 
development of this department; 

(f) to retire such paintings and sculptures as are 
recommended by the Advisory Committee in paragraph 9 
of their report, and to exercise their discretion in 
disposing of these works. 

(g) to proceed with the painting of all of the pedestals 
in the main atrium; and also to have the pedestals in 
the side galleries painted if, in the judgment of the 
Committee and the Director, it should be deemed desirable 
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to do so; and also to exercise their discretion in the 
matter of refinishing the benches on the second floor 
of the old building to conform in color to those de¬ 
signed by Mr. Platt for the new wings; and to incur the 
necessary expense. 

(h) to remove- the statue of hapoleon from the center 
of the upper hall and place it in the large northwest 
sculpture room on the first floor. 

(i) to continue their policy, already established, of 
exhibiting sculptures with paintings. 

RESOLVED FURTHER , 

That the important question of providing additional 
artificial light for the main hallway on the second 
floor be referred to the Committee on the Building for 
consideration and report at a future meeting of the 
Board. 

That no action be taken at present with respect to in¬ 
stalling any American period rooms, and that this matter 
be left for future consideration if and when the oppor¬ 
tunities occur.

The adjourned quarterly Meeting of the Board of Trustees 
was held, at the office of hr.

Agreement with Hrs. Parmelee. Re : additio nal allowance . 

Hr. Thorn suggested that the consideration of the proposed 
Agreement with Hrs. Parmelee be taken up first as this was the 
most important matter to come up at this meeting. This sug¬ 
gestion was adopted. 

The Chair then outlined briefly the situation bringing it 
up to date for the information of the Board. He reported to 
the Trustees the action of the Special Committee, taken at its 
meeting of June 17th, and the conference between Hr. John S. 
Flannery and the Committee. 

The Chair, summarizing the difficulties existing, and 
created by certain provisions of the Agreement or contract 
presented, s.s to possible indefinite allowances to the widow; 
the probability, if the Agreement was not executed by the re¬ 
siduary legatees-, of the widow renouncing under the will and 
electing to take her-dower and rights as by law provided, 
which if done would materially lessen the interests of the 
Gallery, informed the Board that the Committee had suggested 
to Mr. Flannery, as a method of meeting the reasonable needs 
of Hrs. Parmelee-and of safeguarding more certainly the inter¬ 
ests, of the Galley, that they would recommend, in lieu of the 
provision objected to, that the extra allowance of C35,000.00 
should be. increased to A45, 000 * 00 ; that Sir. Flannery had said 
tnat he did not think it would be prudent or advisable to, or 
tr.at the executors would, take up with Hrs. Parmelee any change 
in the Agreement as presented but that he would submit our sug¬ 
gestion to the Executors; that after this submission had been 
iio.de by j-r, Flannery he had received from Judge Andrew Squire, 
attorney for the Executors, a letter of date June 19th, i931 
..uicL he then read and requested to be incorporated in these 
minutes. _ie then stated that in view of Judge Squire's 
letter, which removed to a large extent the most objectionable 
feature of the proposed Agreement and of the further fact that 
four.of the five residuary legatees, had signified that they 
would authorize the execution of the Agreement, he felt that in. 
ohe lignt of. trie foregoing the Board might consider anew the 
signing o± oie Agreement but that, in his opinion, it would be 
c-.csij.aule to secure if possible the concurrence of the Execu¬ 
tors of the estate in the views expressed hy Judge Squire in 
his letter of June 19th. 
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After full consideration and discussion, the following 
preamble and resolution, offered by Hr. Thom and seconded 
by Hr. Fleming, was un a nimously adopted; 

wHEREAS , Judge Andrew Squire of Cleveland in his 
comnunication to George E. Hamilton under date of 
June 19th, 1931, quotes in substance the provision 
of the contract presented, stating that in his 
opinion and read in the light of the entire con¬ 
tract, it carries with it an irresistible conclu¬ 
sion that the payments to be made under such pro¬ 
vision can only be made in furtherance of Hr. 

Parmelee*s general intent as expressed in his will 
and provided for in the agreement; namely, that 
Hrs. Parmelee, if she so desires, shall continue 
to live in the manner to which she and Hr. Parme¬ 
lee had been accustomed; and further that the pro¬ 
vision in question should only be operative when 
and if the sum of s , 75,000.00 per annum, provided 
in the will, and v 35,000.00 additional; provided 
in the agreement, are inadequate for.that purpose, 
and that he has and would advise Mrs. Parmelee and 
the Executors and trustees that they have no right 
to go beyond the ^HO,000,00 per year, unless some 
very special circumstances shall arise that would 
make it seem imperative to all of us that such an 
expenditure should be allowed; 

BE IT T IIS REPO RE RESOLVED . That the Acting 
President and the Secretary of the Gallery be, and 
they are hereby, authorized to execute, on behalf 
of this Gallery, the Agreement with Mrs. Parmelee; 
but, before so doing, that the Chair endeavors to 
secure the written concurrence of the Trustees of 
the estate in the construction placed upon the 
Agreement and expressed by Judge Andrew Squire in 
his letter to Hr. Hamilton, of June 19th,^1931. 


The letter from Judge Andrew Squire of Cleveland, dated 
June 19, 1931, and addressed to Hr. George E. Hamilton, First 
Vice President of the Gallery, reads as follows and is in¬ 
corporated in these minutes as provided above.

Parmelee, the Executors and Trustees, 
and residuary legatees of the Estate of James 
Parmelee, which reads as follows : 

''for the purpose of covering the expenses 
hereinhefore referred to, a.nd in the event, in the 
opinion of Mrs. Parmelee and The Union Trust Company 
and Rollin A.V/ilbur, as Executors, any additional 
amount should he required, the Executors and Trus¬ 
tees are hereby authorized to make such expenditures 
each year as long as lirs. Parmelee shall live." 

Hr. Flannery has informed me that it is your 
opinion that this provision of the agreement is sus - 
eeptible of a construction which would give to Mrs. 
Parmelee and the Executors and Trustees the power 
to seriously deplete the estate and that while you 
would not expect that they v;ould do so, nevertheless 
the existence of such a power, perhaps running for a 
considerable period of time, is objectionable, es¬ 
pecially since you and your fellow trustees of the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art are acting in trust capaci¬ 
ties. 

The provision, it seems to me, when read in 
the light of the entire contract, carries with it 
an irresistible conclusion that.the payments to be 
made under such provision can only be made in 
furtherance of Mr. Parmelee*s general intent as ex¬ 
pressed in his ./ill and provided for in the agreement 
.namely, that Mrs. Parmelee, if she so desires, should 
continue to live in the manner to which she and Mr. 
Parmelee had been accustomed; and further that the 
provision in question should onljr be operative when 
and if the sum of ; .75,000.00 per annum, provided in 
the bill, and <^35,000.00 additional, provided in t he 
agreement, are ina-dequate for that purpose. 

I have, and.shall advise Mrs. Parmelee and the 
Executors and Trustees, that they have no right, to 
go beyond the 3110,000.00 per year, unless some v<r y 
especial circumstance should arise that would make 
it seem imperative to all of us that such an expendi¬ 
ture should be allowed. 

I trust, with this explanation, your people 
will feel, as our people here and Cornell University 
do, that it is proper to execute the agreement sub¬ 
mitted .

The Secretary then submitted and read to the Board a 
memorandum sent him by Mr. Fleming, the Treasurer, showing 
the balances to the credit of the various funds as of the 
close of business on October 19, 1931; and a.lso the list of 
funds awaiting investment, amounting to the comparatively 
small sum of $18,5:00. 


Group insurance proposal deferred. 

The Secretary then stated that the Finance and Investment 
Committee had not, as yet, been able to take under considera¬ 
tion the proposal which was referred to this Committee at a 
former meeting, of the Aetna Insurance Company for Group In¬ 
surance for employees of the Gallery and School. On motion, 
therefore, action on this matter was deferred until the next 
regular meeting of the Board. 


Statement in regard to expenses of Sculpture Class . 

The Secretary then submitted a statement of the receipts 
and expenses of the Sculpture Class during the School year of 
1930 - 1931. This statement shows that the additional income, 
applicable to the expenses of this class and received by in¬ 
creasing the annual entrance fee of students from $15 to $25

This deficit was paid from the regular income of the Art 
School.

Mr. Melchers then stated that as he had visited the Gal¬ 
lery many times, had served as a member of our Advisory Com¬ 
mittee and as the Chairman of the Jury for one of the Biennial 
exhibitions, he was quite familiar with the general conditions 
of the Gallery. Re knew, therefore, that there were certain 
unfinished rooms both on the main floor and in the basement 
and suggested that the Board might consider the advisability 
of completing two of these rooms on the first floor, when the 
finances of the Gallery would permit, as, in his judgment, this 
additional exhibition space might soon be of great value to us.

A letter was presented from the Miniature Painters, 
Sculptors and Gravers Society of Washington, dated May 24th, 
asking for the privilege of holding in this Gallery an exhi¬ 
bition under the auspices of this Society; whereupon, on 
motion of Mr. Fleming, seconded by Mr. Kauffmann, the follow¬ 
ing resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the request of The Miniature Painters, 
Sculptors and Gravers Society of Washington, dated May 
24, 1932, to hold an exhibition on the cases in the 
upper atrium next season, be granted , with the under¬ 
standing that the Gallery is to be under no expense 
in connection with this exhibition.

Washington Water Color Club and Society of Washington Artists 

exhibitions to be confined to one room. 


This action brought up again for consideration the 
question of allowing the Society of Washington Artists and 
the Washington Water Color Club to have the use of two rooms 
for their respective annual exhibitions. The Board was 
sympathetically inclined, and desired to encourage the local 
artists and to afford them the best facilities we could, but 
it was the feeling of the Board that the Gallery could not 
afford to devote two rooms for these exhibitions, inasmuch 
as this involved too great a sacrifice by necessitating the 
removal for a long period of time of important works in the 
Gallery* s permanent collection. The Board, however, expressed 
its willingness for the Director to reserve for these organiza¬ 
tions the use of the one room to the north side of the main 
stairway, should that be acceptable to them. 


Shakespeare Society g ran ted use o f audito rium for 1932 - 1933 . 

The Secretary submitted t o the Board the letter from the 
.Shakespeare Society of Washington, dated May 17, 1932, applying 
for the use of the auditorium for the meetings of the Society 
for the season of 1932 - 1933; whereupon, the following resolu¬ 
tion, offered by Mr. Minnigerode and seconded by Mr. Kauffmann, 
was adopted: 


RESOLVED, That the application of the Shakespeare 
Society of Washington, dated May 17, 1932, for the 
use of the auditorium of the Gallery for a series 
of meetings to be held during the season from 
October 1932 to May 1933 be granted, with the 
understanding:

Request o f Hr. J. M axwell Hille r for daylight sculpture room 
declined . 

The Secretary submitted to the Trustees the letter from 
Mr. J. Haxwell Hiller, the instructor of the sculpture class, 
dated June 4, 1932, urging that the Trustees build a studio 
with daylight illumination for the use of the students in the 
sculpture class who now have to work under artificial light. 
.After full consideration, it was ordered, on motion of Hr. 
Glover, Jr., seconded by Hr. Kauffmann, that, in view of the 
deficit during the past year in the operation of the School, 
the Trustees regret extremely that, at this time, it is im¬ 
possible for them to carry this suggestion into effect. 


Acknowledgment from Am erican Fede ration of Arts o f evening 
opening of the 'Gallery for' the ir del ega tes’. . 

The Secretary submitted to the Trustees the ackno?/ledg- 
ment from The American Federation of Arts, dated Hay 12, 1932, 
of the action of the Gallery in opening this building in com¬ 
pliment to the annual convention of The American Federation of 
Arts on the evening of May 9th, last. It was ordered that 
this communication be placed on file. 


Group insurance for employees - deferred in def initely . 

The Board then took under consideration the question of 
group insurance for employees of the Gallery, and the Director 
submitted information which he had secured, by the direction 
of the Board, dealing with this subject. The Director stated 
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that the Finance and Investment Committee, to which this matter 
had been referred, had asked that it be considered by the en¬ 
tire Board. After full discussion and consideration, it was 
ordered that, at this time, the Trustees did not feel that it 
was expedient to authorize this insurance, and that, therefore, 
the question be postponed until it could be considered under 
more favorable conditions. 


Informal report, Committee on Works of Art, in re: painting 

b y ''/Thistier . 

The Committee on Works of Art reported informally that a 
very charming little painting by Whistler of a woman seated 
was offered for sale through Mr. Lodge of the Freer Gallery, 
but, after consideration, it was decided that, under existing 
conditions, the Committee did not feel that it could recommend 
the purchase.

The Director reported that neither the Committee on Works 
of Art nor the Committee on the Building had any report to make 
at this meeting, inasmuch as their transactions were covered 
by the annual report of the Director.

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Notes of Ur. H ag ner on 17th Street pr ope rty. Curtailment 
deferred and interest reduced. 


Mr. Fleming, the Treasurer, then brought before the Board 
the matter of the mortgages held by the Gallery on the property 
in the rear of the old Galley building which, some years ago, 
was sold to Mr. Randall E. Hagner of this city for the sum of 
$325,000. This property was originally purchased with the idea 
of enlarging the old Gallery building, but the plan was abandoned 
owing to the inability of the Gallery to acquire intervening 
property. Mr. Fleming stated that Mr. Hagner had paid the sum 
of $25,000 on account of this purchase at the time it was made, 
and had since made two curtailments of $5,000 each, so that the 
amount of his loan at this time was $190,000, running at 6/o. Mr. 
Fleming further stated that the loan had now matured, but that 
it was impossible for Mr. Hagner to pay it off. He explained 
that he had a letter from Mr. Hagner asking if the period for 
curtailment could not be extended for another year, and the 
interest rate reduced from 6 % to 5 %. After full consideration 
of this matter, it was, on motion of Mr. Minnigerode, seconded 
by Mr. Fleming, ordered that this request of Mr. Hagner’s be 
granted, with the understanding that it is to remain in force 
for a period of one year, or until June 1933.

Statement from executors of Parmelee Estate.

The executors found it necessary to borrow $360,000 
during the first year to pay specific bequests and other 
expenses, due, largely, to the great shrinkage in the in¬ 
come of the estate, and the undesirability of liquidating 
investments at prevailing low market values. 

It appears that the income from the estate during the 
coming year will probably be less than $75,000, while ex¬ 
penses, including the annual allowance to the widow of 
$110,000; to his sister approximately $17,500; for taxes 
$11,867.02; interest on money borrowed $21,600, will exceed 
$160,000, not including fees and administration costs. It 
appears, therefore, that there will probably be a deficit 
of at least $85,000 for next year.

In the absence of the President, Mr. Hamilton, 
the Acting President, presided over the meeting. 


Insurance now carried by the Gallery. 


The Secretary reported to the Board all of the insurances 
now carried by the Gallery, as follows:

Public Liability Insurance (Limit of $50,000 

for one person and $100,000 for one accident) . 95.44 
Elevator Insurance (Limit of $25,000 for one 

person and $50,000 to more than one person) . .

Steam Boiler Insurance (Limit $25,000 in 

property per accident and §5,000 per person 

for personal injuries or death to persons 

not employees of the Gallery). 33.00 


Total annual insurance premiums now being paid $705.56 


The Gallery has a contract with the Aetna Insurance Co. 
whereby we can place all-risk transit insurance, and 
insurance for 30 day periods, on works of art at the 
rate of 4-gpf per $100 valuation. 


Gallery does not now carry fire insurance . 

The Secretary also called to the attention of the Board 
the fact that the Gallery, in accordance with former decisions 
by the Board, does not carry any fire insurance on either the 
building or its contents, nor do we carry burglary insurance on 
the collections. He stated further that this decision was made 
on account of the prohibitive premium which would have to be 
paid upon any adequate valuation of the contents of the Gallery; 
and that, instead of paying insurance premiums, the Gallery had 
followed the policy of devoting a small portion of that outlay 
to preventive measures, such as night watchmen, a sprinkler sys¬ 
tem, fire extinguishers, etc. 


Director to secure infor mation in r egard to insuranc e. 

The Board, however, directed that the Secretary c oramunicate 
v/ith other art institutions to ascertain their policy with respect 
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to carrying fire insurance; that he should invite a competent 
authority to make an inspection of the entire building and have 
a survey of conditions made by our insurance broker; and that 
he secure an estimate as to the cost of carrying such insurance 
as would constitute adequate protection, - all in order that 
the Trustees may be able to decide upon the necessity and ad¬ 
visability for carrying fire insurance. In this connection 
the Director read to the Board the letter from Mr. James 3. 
Holmes, the Gallery's insurance broker, dated December 13, 1932. 


Desirability of additional guards mentioned by Director . 

He also explained to the Board the need for additional 
guards in order to furnish further protection to the building 
and its contents, stating that he fully realized that this was 
not the time to make any definite recommendations which would 
add to the Gallery’s regular payroll. 


Riot and Givil Commotion Insurance ordered . 

The Trustees gave careful consideration to the matter of 
carrying Riot and Givil Commotion Insurance, and after full 
discussion it was, on motion of Mr. Fleming seconded by Hr. 
Thom, ordered that the proposal made by Mr. Edgar K. Legg, 
dated December 9, 1932, to carry $100,000 coverage on the 
building and $875,000 on the contents at a total annual pre¬ 
mium of $1,134.37, be accepted for a term of one year, provided 
that it be definitely stated in writing that thi3 is a full 
coverage and that in case of loss the Gallery will receive the 
full amount of such loss so long as the total does not exceed 
the amounts of ,^100,000 on the building and $875,000 on the 
contents. 


Director to secu r e est i mate for completing ne w e lectric wiri ng. 

On motion of Mr. Thom, seconded by Mr. Fleming, the Director 
was authorized to secure an estimate for completing and perfecting 
the electric wiring in the old Gallery, and procuring new and 
suitable reflectors in order that this hazard may be eliminated 
and the artificial lighting of the old Gallery brought fully up 
to date. The Director stated that new wiring had been partially 
installed in the Gallery in 1928 to replace old wiring which was 
considered unsafe, at a cost of $10,555.82.

The Director then stated to the Board that he desired 
on behalf of himself and his staff, to submit for the consider¬ 
ation of the Trustees the question as to whether the Board felt 
it was necessary or desirable to consider a reduction in the 
payrolls of the Gallery, the Clark Addition Maintenance Eund 
and the Art School. He stated to the Trustees that payroll 
reductions had been put into effect by the Federal and District 
governments and by many corporations in various sections of the 
country, and he gave the Board the assurance that he and his 
staff were ready to accept such reductions as the Board con¬ 
sidered it necessary to make. 

Hr. Hamilton then stated that so long as the Gallery* s 
capital funds and income were in satisfactory condition, and 
our accounts showed a satisfactory surplus of income over ex¬ 
penditures, he would not look with favor upon any reduction in 
these payrolls.

Riot and C ivil Commotio n Insurance place d. 

The Director reported that, in accordance with the 
authority and direction of the Board, Riot and Civil Commo¬ 
tion insurance in the amount of $100,000 on the building and 
$875,000 on the contents, was placed through Legg, Griffin & 

Co. of this city with the Fidelity-Phenix Fire Insurance Co. 
of Hew York, for a period of one year, from December 3rd, 1932, 
to December 3rd, 1933. 

As directed by the Board, this policy gives full coverage, 
and, in case of loss, the Gallery will receive the full amount 
of such loss so long as the total does not exceed the amounts 
of $100,000 on the building and $875,000 on the contents. 
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The annual premium for this insurance is $1,134.37, the 
cost being divided equally between the Gallery Fund and the 
Clark Addition llaintenance Fund. 


Flection of Officers, for 1953 . 

In connection with the election of officers to serve 
for the ensuing year, Hr. Glover, Jr. stated that he and his 
mother both felt that it would be desirable for the Trustees 
not to isslect his father as President of the Gallery, for the 
reason that there was no prospect of his being able to take 
an active part in the affairs of the Gallery. However, at 
the urgent solicitation of the other members of the Board, 

Hr. Glover, Jr. consented to the nomination of his father io 
the office of President Emeritus; whereupon, on motion of Hr.

Election of a Rev; Trustee deferred . 

The Secretary then submitted to the Trustees the question 
of the election of a new trustee, caused by the death of Hr. 

Helchers. After consideration by the Board, it was decided 
that no election be made at this meeting, but that the matter 
come up for consideration at an adjourned meeting to be held 
subject to the call of the President. 


Eire and o ther insurance on building and collections consider ed. 

The Secretary then stated to the Board that, in accordance 
with the instructions given at the Special Meeting of December 
14, 1932, he had communicated with five of the largest art in¬ 
stitutions of the country making inquiry as to their policy in 
the matter of carrying fire insurance on their buildings and 
their collections. The institutions to which his inquiry was 
addressed were: 

The Metropolitan Museum of Art, of Hew York 

The Art Institute of Chicago 

The Pennsylvania Museum of Art, of Philadelphia 

The Carnegie Institute, of Pittsburgh 

The Museum of Pine Arts, of Boston. 

He stated that he had received replies from all of these 
institutions with the exception of the Museum of pine Arts of 
Boston, end read these letters to the Board. Prom the four re¬ 
plies received, it appeared that these institutions followed 
substantially the same policy as was followed by the Gallery - 
that is, they assumed their own risk due to the fact that the 
premiums for adequate fire insurance were regarded as pro¬ 
hibitive, and, instead of paying heavy premiums for such in¬ 
surance, a moderate proportion of this outlay was used for 
preventive measures, such as night watchmen, guard service, 
fire extinguishers, a sprinkler system, etc. 

The Secretary further stated that, in compliance with the 
directions of the Board, he had invited competent insurance 
authorities to make a thorough inspection of the entire build¬ 
ing and to submit a report containing recommendations and 
estimates. This service was performed by Mr. James 3. Holmes, 
the Gallery’s insurance broker, who brought into consultation 
with him Messrs. O’Regan and Horner of Hew York and Philadelphia 
both of whom are regarded as among the most capable men in the 
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field of vine Arts Insurance connected with the Aetna Insurance 
Company. Hr. Holmes also went oyer the entire building with 
Hr. H. E. C. Rainey, the Assistant Manager of the Underwriters 
Association of the District of Columbia. 

As a result of these inspections, the Secretary submitted 
to the Trustees the two reports made to him by Mr. Holmes under 
date of January 14, 1933, and the report made by Hr. Rainey to 
Hr. Holmes under date of December 28, 1932. 

A consideration of all of these various reports - the 
letters from competent insurance authorities as well as those 
from other art institutions - indicated that It was not pos¬ 
sible at this time for the Gallery to secure any blanket cover 
or adequate fire insurance at a rate which the Trustees were 
in a position to meet. The Trustees, therefore, did not 
authorize the acceptance of any fire insurance proposal, but 
decided that this matter be held in abeyance. It ?as further 
decided that if, and when, a satisfactory cover could be 
secured at a premium which the Trustees c oula pay, the Board 
would then welcome the opportunity of again taking this matter 
under consideration. 


P roposal fo r completing and perfecting electrical wiring and 

lighting referred to Committee on Building'for study and report . 

The Secretary then reported to the Board that, in ac¬ 
cordance with instructions given him at the Special Meeting of 
December 14, 1932, he had gone carefully into the matter of 
completing and perfecting the electrical wiring in the old Gal¬ 
lery, and procuring new and suitable reflectors in order that 
any fire hazard in connection with such wiring be eliminated, 
and the artificial lighting of the old Gallery brought fully 
up to date. He stated that he had communicated with Messrs. 

I. P. Prink, Inc., of Long Island City, Hew York, and had re¬ 
quested this firm to send a competent electrical engineer and 
artificial lighting expert to the Gallery to make an inspection 
of conditions. I. P. Prink, Inc. is one of the foremost con¬ 
cerns in the country for the artificial lighting of art museums, 
and is the company which renewed the wiring and lighting of the 
Metropolitan Museum some years ago. Their engineer, Mr. James 
T. Holmes, came to '.Vasliihgton and made a very thorough inspec¬ 
tion of our electrical wiring and artificial lighting system. 

His report, dated January 14, 1933, together with the specifica¬ 
tions, blue prints and estimates did not reach the Gallery until 
this morning (January 16, 1933). Therefore, there has, as yet, 
been no time in which to analyze and study this report. The 
Board therefore ordered that this matter be referred to the 
Committee on the Building for study and analysis, with the re¬ 
quest that this Committee would make a report at a subsequent 
meeting of the Trustees. 
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Electric sign for c ailing motors - prop o sal laid on table . 

The Secretary submitted to the Trustees the estimate 
for providing an electric sign for calling motors on the oc¬ 
casion of evening openings of the Gallery.

P. Timmis, of the Engineering Division of the 
United Engineers & Contractors, Inc., 1401 ..rch St., Phila¬ 
delphia, called at the Gallery with blue prints and plans show¬ 
ing a new proposed conduit containing heating pipes from the 
Government 1 s central heating plant, which will run the 
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entire length of the parking on the Hew York Avenue front of 
this "building. L'r. Tiramis advised that "bids would shortly be 
asked "by the office of the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury Department.

Completing and perfecting electric wiring and equipment authorized 

Contracts to Erikson Electric Co. and Howard p. Eoley Co. 

The Trustees then took under consideration the matter of 
renewing and perfecting the electric wiring and equipment in the 
old portion of the building, and the Gallery*3 adviser, Mr. Thomas 
.7. McKnew,Y/as invited by the Board to participate in the consider¬ 
ation of this matter. The Director first read to the Trustees 
the report of the Committee on the Building, outlining the steps 
which had thus far been taken with respect to this work, and he 
also read in full Mr. McKnew*s most comprehensive report on the 
existing conditions, dated May 25, 1933. After a full and care¬ 
ful consideration of this matter, and acting upon the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Committee on the Buildihg'based upon Mr. Mcfcnew* s 
advice and report, the following resolution, offered by Mr.

(6) That, as this work proceeds, the Director, in con¬ 
sultation with Mr. McKnew, is authorized to make any 
changes in the work of electrical wiring and equipment 
which are deemed desirable. 

Mr. McKnew then withdrew from the meeting, after the Trus¬ 
tees had expressed to him their appreciation of his valuable ad¬ 
vice and assistance.

After Mr. McKnew*s withdrawal, the Director stated to the 
Board that Mr. McKnew was unwilling to accept any compensation 
for his services; whereupon, on motion of Mr. Fleming, seconded

Mr. Fleming then submitted to the Trustees his Semi-Annual 
Report as Treasurer, from Jan. 1, 1933 to May 31, 1933, inclu¬ 
sive. He also read to the Board his very complete letter of 
transmittal, dated June 19, 1933, and commented upon the various 
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matters involved; -whereupon, on motion of Mr. Hinnigerode, 
seconded by Mr. Thom, it was ordered that the cordial thanks 
of the Trustees be tendered to Mr. Planing for his satisfactory 
report and analysis, and that this report be referred to the 
Committee on Accounts, to be by them referred to the Gallery's 
auditors for examination. 


Report on notes of Mr. Randall H» Hagner. Gallery to foreclose . 

Mr. Fleming, as Chairman of the Finance and Investment 
Committee, then made to the Trustees a statement outlining the 
steps which had been taken by the Committee (Mr. Fleming, Chair¬ 
man, Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Thom) with reference to the Randall 
H. Hagner real estate notes, and Mr. Hamilton, the president, 
then submitted to the Board the correspondence which he has had 
with Mr. Hagner in reference to his indebtedness to the Gallery, 
amounting to $190,000, and explained that this correspondence 
was based upon the recent conference between Mr. Hagner and the 
members of the Finance Committee of the Gallery. The correspond¬ 
ence was approved by the Board. 

After a full c onsideration of this matter, the Board 
ordered that, while they felt a deep sympathy for Mr. Hagner, 
their duty as Trustees of the Gallery made it imperative for 
them to protect, in every proper way, the interests of their 
trust, and that they would, therefore, with great regret, have 
to foreclose on these loans, and take such other steps as may 
be deemed necessary in the execution of their trust and for the 
protection of the Gallery’s interest.

The Annual Report of the Director, dated June 1,. 1933, 
was presented, accepted and ordered to he placed on file. 


Report by Director, in re; steam heat from Government Plant . 

The Director, on behalf of the Committee on the Building, 
reported that the Committee, after several unsuccessful efforts, 
finally succeeded in submitting to the Hon. 1. W. Robert, Jr., 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, the Gallery’s application 
for securing steam heat for this building from the large Govern¬ 
ment Central Heating Plant, now in course of erection, upon the 
same terms as apply to the pan American Union and the Red Cross 
building. 

He stated that the Treasury had notified him by letter 
dated May 23, 1933 that these items would be included in the 
budget which the Treasury Department will submit to the next 
session of Congress. 

Therefore, there are no further steps to be taken until 
next fall. 
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Salaries of Gallery and School employees cut . 

The President then stated to the Board that, in accordance 
with the action of the Trustees taken at the meeting of April 
17, 1933, he had given close and careful consideration to the 
matter of reducing the payrolls of the Gallery and Art school.

Mr. llinnigerode made an informal statement in regard 
to the present condition of the parmelee Estate as contained 
in the reports of the Executors and Trustees, dated August 
5, 1933. The reports were turned over to Mr. Fleming to be 
analysed by the Trust Department of the Riggs national Bank, 
and the result of this analysis would be presented at a 
subsequent meeting of the Trustees. 


Statement in regard to the Rjagne’r notes and reconveyance of 
the 17th Street proper tyjto the Gallery ." 

Mr. Hamilton then made a statement, tracing the entire 
transactions in regard to the 17th Street property its 
sale to Mr. Hagner, his inability to continue to carry the 
property, and the negotiation's which finally resulted in 
the reconveyance of this real estate to the Gallery, plus 
a cash settlement. Mr. Hamilton stated that he would make 
a full written report, of this matter to the Board to be 
filed for record. 

He then stated that the principal purpose of the meet¬ 
ing. was to consider what disposition should be made of these 
five stores. He stated that he had received an offer to 
lease the ground as a parking lot for automobiles for a 
five year period, the lessee to pay ,j;3,000 rental the first 
year and j4,500 per year thereafter, and to pay the cost of 
tearing down the stores and grading the property. 

Mr. Hamilton had asked Mr. Jilliam'Miller, of T'nos. J. 
Fisher & Co. to make an examination of the stores and to 
secure estimates for putting them in rentable condition. 

He presented Mr. Miller's report, showing that all of the 
stores were in very bad condition, and that the estimated 
cost of repairs would be $2.,022.00., with possible extras 
of several hundred dollars as the work progressed. 

Mr. Hamilton stated that, in his opinion, it would be 
desirable to put the stores in condition and endeavor to 
rent them, rather than to lease the property as a parking 
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lot. j representative of the K&gner Company had telephoned 
to I:lr. Hamilton and stated that he had a possible tenant 
for one of the stores at $150 or $175 per month. nr. Hiller 
of Thos. J. Fisher & Co. had expressed the opinion to ;:r. 
Hamilton that the stores could be rented if necessary im¬ 
provements were made.

On motion of Mr. Thom, seconded by Mr. Kauffmann, the fol¬ 
lowing resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the Treasurer be, and is hereby, 
authorized to make such transfers from the Endow¬ 
ment Fund as he may find necessary in order to pay 
all bills in connection with the electrical work 
approved by the Director. 


Report, Committee on Accounts . 

The Report of the Committee on Accounts, dated October 16, 
1933, transmitting the report of Messrs. F. v7« Lafrentz & Go., 
o.ated July 6, 1933, was presented, read and accepted, f ijd 
ordered to be placed on file. 


Report by Finance and Investment Committee on Hagner notes , 

re-conveyance of 17th Street property, etc. 

Mr. Hamilton then briefly surveyed the various conferences 
and negotiations in connection with the re-conveyance to the 
Gallery by Hr. Randall h. Hagner of the 17th Street property, 
and presented, on behalf of the Finance and Investment Com¬ 
mittee, a report dated October 9* 1933, fully covering this 
matter. This report was accepted and ordered to be spread 
in full upon the minutes of this meeting. 


The report is as follows: 





















October 16, 1933. 


In re indebtedness of Randall H. Hagner, being tbe deferred 
payment on purchase from the Corcoran Gallery of Art of real es¬ 
tate fronting on 17th Street, between Pennsylvania Avenue and H 
Street, U. T .7., in amount $190,000., secured by deed of trust on 
said property. 


REPORT OF THE FIUA1TCE COMMITTEE 


In 192.3 the Corcoran Gallery of Art sold to Randall H. 

Hagner Lot 30 and parts of lots 28 and 29, in Square 167, im¬ 
proved by five small stores, for the sum of $225,000.00, 
$25,000.00 in cash and the balance represented by promissory 
notes secured by deed of trust on the property purchased. 

Under the terms of sale curtailments of cp5,000.00 each 
were provided for, the first and second of which were met, 
but default was made in the third curtailment due June 18, 1931. 

At that time Mr. Hagner asked, and obtained, an extension 
of six months, and at the end of this period stated his inability 
to pay and asked a further extension of twelve months and a 
reduction in interest from six to five per cent. 

After full inquiry and because of business depression Mr. 
Hagnei’’ s request was granted by the Board. 

In January, 1933, by letter and orally, Mr. Hagnsr advised 
Mr. Robert V. Fleming, Treasurer of the Corcoran Gaj-^ery of 
Art, of his inability to pay the curtailments, or the interest 
on his indebtedness, explaining the reasons therefor, and ex¬ 
pressed a desire to reconvey the property in question to the 
Gallery. 

Mr. Fleming conveyed this information to the Board, and 
suggested that the matter be referred to the Finance Committee 
for investigation and with power to act. 

This action was taken, and under the authority of the 
Board the Finance Committee entered upon the work assigned to 
it. 


At this time by reason of the cash payment and the two 
curtailments of ^5,000.00 each, Mr. Hagner*s indebtedness to 
the Gallery was $190,000.00, plus interest then due and taxes 
unpaid. 

The Committee, with the hope of avoiding foreclosure, and 
by an equitable settlement to protect as far as possible the 
interests of the Gallery, made a thorough investigation into 
the financial status of Mr. Hagner, and in this was assisted 
by Mr. Hagner who frankly disclosed his present condition and 
property resources. 
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The position taken by Hr. Hagner was that he could not 
give any additional security except a deed to his one-half in¬ 
terest in the property belonging to Henry B« Bpencer and him¬ 
self, 1205-1213 Connecticut Avenue, on which the Gallery al¬ 
ready held a first mortgage of $200,000.00, and 27 shares of 
stock of the Riggs Rational Bank, 10 shares of which are Mr. 
Hagner*s qualifying stock as a Director of the Riggs Rational 
Bank, the balance being pledged to secure his endorsement on 
a loan that the Riggs Bank had made to his wife, which latter 
stock Mr. Fleming stated could be released. He refused to take 
out life insurance, or to transfer any existing life insurance, 
and positively refused to reverse the transaction involving the 
transfer of his stock in the Randall H. Hagner and Company, 
Incorporated, his main asset which he had transferred to Mrs. 
Hagner in payment of an indebtedness to her of $25,000.00 in¬ 
curred in 1923. The value of the stock was largely in excess 
of the $2.5,000.00 debt. 

The Committee questioned the validity of thi3 transfer 
which was made long after the date of the indebtedness to Mrs. 
Hagner as claimed. The position taken by the Committee, and 
plainly stated to Mr. Hagner, was that this transfer to his 
wife could not be maintained because it gave a preference to 
one creditor. 

The Committee concluded that the equity in the Spencer- 
Hagner property was negligible, and that to take a second trust 
on Mr. Hagner*s half interest in said property would complicate 
matters as between the Gallery and Mr. Spencer, and also that 
the amount of the unpledged Riggs Bank stock and the equity in 
the pledged stock of that Bank was in amount negligible, and 
that outside of the items named Mr. Hagner’s only income and 
property was his stock in the Hagner Company, and, of course, 
his receipts from his business. 

At this point the Committee informed Mr. Hagner that what 
he had suggested did not commend itself to the Committee and 
again urged him to reverse the transfer of his stock in the 
Hagner Company, and place the same in trust for the benefit of 
his two creditors, Mrs. Hagner and the Corcoran Gallery of Art, 
in proportion to their respective interests, but this he declined 
to do, and stated that the only thing he could do was to reconvey 
the property, as it stood, to the Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

The Committee felt it could not accept this reconveyance, 
with taxes and interest unpaid, and the value of real estate 
lessened by the conditions now existing. 

For a time it seemed that the only thing left for the Gal¬ 
lery to do was to foreclose, obtain a deficiency judgment, and 
begin an Equity suit to set aside the transfer of Mr. Hagner*s 
stock in the Hagner Company to his wife. 
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The Committee felt that if that procedure was had the fore¬ 
closure proceedings and deficiency suit would destroy Mr. Hag- 
ner's business and standing in the community, and that an Equity- 
suit to set aside the transfer of his stock to his wife was to 
be avoided if possible. 

All of the matters above stated were fully discussed by 
Mr. Hagner and his attorneys with your Committee, but there seemed 
to be no way of avoiding the foreclosure suit and other proceed¬ 
ings indicated. 

However, Mr. Peelle, of the firm of Peelle and Lesh, in¬ 
dicated that he would like to discuss the matter further with the 
Committee, an appointment was made for such discussion, Mr. 

Peelle and Mr. Hagner meeting the Committee, to see what, if 
anything, could be done. 

The meeting was rather unsatisfactory, but Mr. Peelle 
stated that he was going to Europe, and asked that the Committee 
would submit, on behalf of the Corcoran Gallery of Art, an ulti¬ 
mate proposal of settlement. 

On July 18th, in a letter to Mr. peelle, I stated as the 
ultimate to which the Gallery could go in an effort to avoid 
foreclosure, was 

"PIRST. A reconveyance of the property, with taxes and in¬ 
terest on indebtedness paid to the date of transfer. 

SEC01ID. The payment by Mr. Hagner of $30,000.00, $20,000.00 
in cash and the balance represented by two notes of $5,000.00 
each, payable in one and two years from the date of transfer, 
with interest at six per cent, per annum, secured by the Hagner 
stock in the Hagner Company, to be deposited in trust for that 
purpose. " 

At about this time Mr. Peelle left for Europe and asked 
that in the event of foreclosure we would not advertise before 
September. 

After Mr. Peelle’s departure, Mr. Paul E. Lesh took on the 
negotiations and asked for an interview, which was accorded him. 

Mr. Lesh seemed more inclined to bring about a settlement, 
and made the following- proposal: 

A reconveyance of the property, with taxes paid to date, 
and $25,000.00 in cash. 

This was considered by the Committee and I was instructed 
to make the following communication to Mr. Lesh, which I did by 
letter of August 7th: 
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"While the Trustees are of the opinion that the 
offer made on July 18th was, all things considered, 
a most reasonable and liberal one, in further effort 
to avoid foreclosure, we will agree to settle the 
matter on these terms: 

FIRST. A reconveyance of the property, with taxes 
and interest paid to date of transfer, and 

3EC0M). Twent3 r -five Thousand Dollars in cash. 

This is a throw-off to Mr. Hagner of $5,000.00. 

We are, as stated to you, very anxious to avoid 
foreclosure and a deficiency suit, and this desire, 

I think, is fully borne out by the negotiations 
had in the premises.” 

On August 7th Mr. Hagner saw Mr. Fleming and handed him a 
letter of that date in which he made the following proposal: 

"I am prepared at this time to pay the real estate 
taxes now due with penalties, of $3,950.93. In addition 
to this I have made arrangements whereby I can borrow 
$25,000.00 which I will pay in cash to the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art with the understanding that they accept 
a deed from me to the property and release the now 
existing mortgage, which is in the amount of $190,000." 

Mr. Fleming stated to Mr. Hagner that the Committee would 
not.consider his proposition unless it included also the pay¬ 
ment of interest as well as taxes. 

Mr. Hagner left, but returned, adding a P.3, to his written 
submission including payment of interest and taxes. 

The action of Mr. Hagner was brought to the attention of 
Mr. Lesh, who approved it, and a settlement in conformity with 
the above was made through the Real Estate and Columbia Title 
Insurance Companies, and the statement of settlement is on file 
in this office. 

The settlement, of course, covered the entire subject matter, 
Emd a reconveyance of the property was made by Mr. Hagner to the 
C ore oran Gallery of Art. 

In view of all of the circumstances entering into the situa¬ 
tion and the ^avoidance of litigation which would have lasted 
for several years; the probable destruction of Mr. Hagner*s 
business which would have cut off any opportunity for recovery 
in a deficiency suit, and the avoidance of the publicity of suing 
at these times, your Committee is of the opinion that the settle¬ 
ment was, and is, for the best interests of the Corcoran Gallery 
of Art. 
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Your Committee also desires to report that) it appeared 
from their consideration of conditions that Hr/ Carroll C• 

Glover, one of the Trustees under the deed of trust executed 
in 19S3, subsequently was: elected to membership on the Board of 
the Corcoran Gallery of Art, and-that under some recent rulings 
of the Court it was doubtful if he could act in the two capacities 
in which he had been pieced. To avoid question your Committee 
directed a suit to be instituted in a Court of Equity, asking 
that Mr. Glover* s resignation might be accepted and another 
Trustee appointed in his place under the deed of trust on the 
Hugher property. This suit was brought and consent answers 
were filed by Hr. Hagner, Hr. Glover and Hr. James J. Becker, 
the other trustee under said deed of trust, and on July 28, 

1933, an order of the Court, granting the relief prayed for was 
entered, and Hr. William L. Hiller was appointed trustee in the 
place and stead of Carroll C. Glover, resigned. 

letters addressed by the Committee to Hr. Hagner and 
attorneys, and by Hr. Hagner and his attorneys to your Committee 
are on file in this office. 

The five stores on the property reconveyed to the Gallery 
were, and had been for several years, unrented, and through 
failure on the part of the then owner to repair had become un¬ 
tenantable. 


Immediately after the publication of the transfer of this 
property several proposals were received by your Committee to 
remove the buildings and rent the ground for parking space. 

Whether we should accept any of these proposals, or repair 
the stores for rent or lease was the question confronting the 
Committee and one which required careful investigation, considera¬ 
tion and prompt action. 


In order to obtain prompt and full information the property 
was placed in the hands of Thomas J. Bisher and Company, Inc., 
and Hr. Hiller, the President of that Company requested to per¬ 
sonally investigate and report upon conditions and also to 
give his opinion as to the most advisable action to be taken by 
the Committee. 


MT. Miller was further requested to obtain from competent 
builders an estimate of the costs of rehabilitating these build¬ 
ings. 


This work was entered upon immediately and careful investi¬ 
gation made by competent pai'tles, and a report of the condition 
of the interior and exterior of these buildings, with general 
specifications for repairs and the costs thereof furnished to the 
Committee. 


Prom this report it will be seen that the buildings were 
all in bad repair from foundation to roof, and that the estimated 
cost, carefully made by competent builders, was $2,022.00 or an 
average per building of $404.40. 
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Hr. Hiller advised, that in his opinion there was a good 
value in the property, and that with any betterment of condi¬ 
tions these stores could be rented, not at the figure fixed by 
Hr. Kagner, but at a reasonable figure with profit to the Gal¬ 
lery. 


. fter receiving this report and hearing Hr. Hiller and tak¬ 
ing all of the circumstances into consideration, the Committee 
concluded that it would be inadvisable to establish on this 
property a parking space, and after consulting members of the 
Board verbally directed Hr. Hiller to immediately enter upon 
the work of repair and by proper advertisements to seek dili¬ 
gently tenants for the stores. 

The work of repair was accordingly entered upon and is be¬ 
ing vigorously pushed, and on October 9th Hr. Hiller reported 
that 


‘*The work on the roofs, skylights, downspouts and 
gutters was completed last Thursday, this part of the work 
having been delayed due to weather conditions. While 
the roofs were being repaired, we also had such interior 
work started in order to save as much time as possi¬ 
ble. Host of the carpentry, electrical, plumbing and heat¬ 
ing work has been completed. Host of the plastering on 
the interior of the stores has also been completed, and 
the decorators are on the job this morning, so thait by 
the end of the week we are in hopes of having at least 
one or more of these stores completed. 1 * 

Specifications for the repairs and the estimate of costs 
above referred to are hereto attached. 

Hire Insurance in the Connecticut Hire insurance Company, 
for three years, premium $212.50, amount of insurance $16,000.00, 
taken out on these buildings, and plate Glass Insurance in the 
Home Plate Glass Insurance Company for one year is also taken 
out. These policies are hereto attached. The premium on the 
last policy is $57.06.

Tinnigerode, it 
was ordered that the surplus of ‘?3,Q00 now in the Endowment 
Fund be invested by the Treasurer in such government securi¬ 
ties as he deems wise; and also that the Treasurer be, and 
is hereby, authorized in his discretion to sell any and all 
government bonds held by the Gallery, whenever in his judg¬ 
ment, he may consider it expedient to do so. 


Treasurer's report received with thanks to i:r. Fleming . 

On motion of Hr. Glover, Jr., seconded by Hr. Thom, it 
was ordered that the Treasurer's report be received with the 
hearty commendation and thanks of the Board for Hr. Fleming’s 
invaluable service to the Gallery, and that the report be re¬ 
ferred to the Committee on Accounts, to be by them referred 
to Hessrs. F. Vf. Lafrentz & Co., certified public accountants, 
for examination. 


Budgets for 1934 adopted . 

The Director then submitted to the Trustees for their 
consideration the proposed budgets of (a) the Gallery Fund, 
(b) Clark Addition l.^aintenance Fund, and (c) Art school Fund, 
for the yea.r 1934. He stated that he had oeen in close con¬ 
ference with I'r. Fleming, the Treasurer of the Gallery, with 
reference to these three budgets; that Hr. Fleming and he had 
determined that the budget of expenditures from the Gallery 
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Fund should not exceed $40,000; the Clark Addition ijainte- 
nande Fhnd $22,900 ; and the Art School Fund $12,000, for the 
year 1934; that he and his staff had prepared budgets of ex¬ 
penditures from these three funds for the current year which 
would come within the limits prescribed; and he read to the 
Board in detail the salary lists from all three of these 
funds, and also the memorandum indicating changes recommended 
in order that the budgets might be balanced. The Board, how¬ 
ever, felt that the pension of Hiss E« J. Jeffries, retired 
maid, should not be decreased from $450 per annum to $300 
per annum, as provided in the budget, and ordered that her 
pension remain at $450, thus adding $150 per annum to the 
Gallery budget, and increasing' it from $39,940.78 to $40,090.78. 

The Director stated that the expenses from these three 
funds had been reduced to the most economical possible opera¬ 
tion, and that the most rigid economies in all expenditures 
would have to be exercised, in order to meet the proposed 
budgets. 

He also stated thait if the Trustees deemed it necessary 
or advisable, he would be glad to accept a cut in his salary 
of 15,b in place of the lOtf cut authorised at the last annual 
meeting of the Trustees in January, 1933. He stated that he 
had made this suggestion at the last annual meeting, that he 
was glad to renew it at this time, and that this reduction 
would be in line with what the Federal and District govern¬ 
ments were doing at the present time. Hr. Fleming stated 
that he did not consider that it was now necessary to make 
further reductions in any of the payrolls, whereupon, on 
motion of Hr. Thom, seconded by Hr. Fleming, the following 
resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED, that, in accordance with the conference be¬ 
tween the Director and the Treasurer of the Gallery, 
held on January 13th, and in order that expenditures 
from (a) the Gallery Fund, (b) the Clark addition 
Uaintenance Fund, and (c) the rt School Fund, may 
be within the estimated income credited to these 
funds during the year 1934, and also in order that 
the expenditures under these funds should be 
equitably distributed, the following budgets for 
the 2 /ear 1934 be adopted, effective January 1,

Reports . 

The Director stated that the Committee on Y/orks of Art 
had no report to make, inasmuch as its activities were covered 
by the Annual Report of the Director. 

The report of the Committee on the Building, dated June 
25, 1934, was presented, re&d and accepted, and ordered to be 
placed on file. 


C ommittee on Building authorized to have steam connection ma.de , 
and Treasurer t'o pay bills Tor heat as rendered. 

The Director reported the help which he had received 
from a number of sources, all of which contributed to the 
success of the Gallery’s application to secure steam from 
the Government Central Heating plant. He also stated that 
he anticipated a considerable saving in operating expenses 
after the Gallery begins to get heat from this source. 

Cn motion of Mr. Thom, seconded by Mr. Glover, Jr., the 
following resolutions were adopted: 

RESOLVED, That, pursuant to the authority granted 
this Gallery by H.R. 9830 to purchase steam heat 
from the Government Central Keating Plant, the 
Committee on the Building be, and is hereby, 
authorized to take such steps as may be necessary 
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to properly connect the Gallery with the Government 
main, in accordance with the 1 provisions of the hill, 
and to incur the necessary expense, without further 
action on .the part of this Board. 

RESOLVED, That the Treasurer he, and is hereby, 
authorized to pay such hills for steam as may he 
rendered hy the Government, after being approved 
by the Director. 

The Director distributed to the members of the Board 
present copies of the brief which he had prepared for the 
information of members of Congress, stating the Gallery*s 
case in requesting the privilege of purchasing steam from 
the Government. 


Clarification of statement in Director* s Annual Report sug¬ 

gested by nr. Thom. 

Mb. Thom stated that he desired to call attention to a 
statement on page 19 of the Annual Report of the Director 
which seemed to be a little confusing. The wording referred 
to is in regard to the investments held for the Gallery En¬ 
dowment Bund. nr. Thom felt that it should be made clear 
that the decrease in this fund from $926,471.34 as of Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1932 to $739,083.34 as of December 31, 1933 was a 
decrease in notes ana Donas held, and in lieu of this de¬ 
crease the Gallery now o?ras the property on 17th Street, ET.W. 
consisting, of Lot 30 and parts of Lots 28 and 29 in Square 
167 improved by five small stores. Therefore, while the 
notes and bonds held for this Bund show a large decrease, 
the value is represented, in some measure at least, by the 
real estate above described. It was ordered that slips be 
prepared and inserted in the Report making this matter clear. 


Semi-Annual Report of the Treasurer . 

The Semi-Annual Report of the Treasurer for the period 
January 1, 1934 to Hay 31, 1934, together with his letter of 
transmittal, dated June 25, 1934, was presented by Hr. Bleming. 
The Board accepted this report with thanks. 


Treasurer authorized to invest available funds in fir st 

mortgage notes on real estate.' 

Hr. Bleming stated that the Gallery*s holdings in Govern¬ 
ment bonds amounted to, roundly, $122,000, which he considered 
sufficient as liquid assets to take care of the Gallery’s needs 
and suggested that any funds now available, or which may become 
available through maturing investments, be placed in first 
mortgage notes, provided desirable ones were to be had. On 
motion of Hr.

The Treasurer also presented the matter of the notes of 
Hr. J. H. 'Jurdeman, now in default, After consideration, it 
was, on motion of Hr. Thom, seconded by Hr. ninnigerode, or¬ 
dered that the Gallery advise Hr. WUrdeman that unless pay¬ 
ment is made within a specified period, the Gallery will 
foreclose, and that the Finance and Investment Committee be 
given full power to act and to take whatever steps they deem 
necessary. 


Other notes in unsatisfactory condition . 

The Treasurer also called the attention of the Trustees 
to several other notes which were in an unsatisfactory con¬ 
dition, but stated that he hoped that the situation with 
respect to them might improve. He further steted that, con¬ 
sidering present conditions, and in view of the many notes held 
by the Gallery, our investments are in a fairly satisfactory 
condition, although there are certain of these investments, 
representing a considerable portion of the Gallery's capital 
funds, which may later be in default, and, in this event, a 
material decrease in income would occur.

The Report of the Committee on Accounts, dated June 18, 
1934, transmitting the report of nessrs. F • Lafrentz & C 
dated Hay 14, 1934, showing that all of the accounts submitted 
to them had been examined and found correct, was presented, 
accepted, and ordered to be placed on file.

The 'Annual Report of the Director, from June 1, 1933 to 
Hay 31, 1934, was. presented, accepted and ordered to be placed 


on file 
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Report, Jury on Awards, Art School . 

The report of the Jury on Awards of the Art School, for. 
the session 1933 - 1934 was presented and ordered to he placed 
on file. 


17th Street stores . 

The Secretary stated that he had expected to present a 
report from the Thos. J. Fisher Go. with respect to the vacant 
stores on 17th Street, owned by the Gallery, and that he had 
requested such a report. Up to the time of the meeting, how¬ 
ever, it had not been received. 


Operation of the budget from Jan. 1 to'nay 31, 1934 . 

The Director reported the operation of the budget for 
the first five months of 1934, showing a deficit in the Gal¬ 
lery Fund of $40.44; a deficit in the Clark Addition Mainte¬ 
nance Fund of $239.63; and a saving in the Art School Fund 
of $18.93. On motion of Mr. Fleming, seconded by Ur. Glover, 
Jr., this report was accepted, and the Director requested to 
make a further report at the October meeting of the Board. 


Pensions and other changes among employees . 

The Secretary then brought to the attention of the Board 
the desirability of making certain changes among the Gallery’s 
employees, whereupon, on motion of Mr. Fleming, seconded by 
Dr. LaGorce, the following resolutions were adopted: 

RESOLVED, That, in view of his failing health and in 
consideration of long and faithful service, Philip 
A. Ryan, Foreman, be retired, effective iiugust 1, 

1934, on a pension of $50 per month, and that he be 
given the use of the apartment in the building in 
the discretion of the Trustees, provided , that if, 
at any time, the Board finds it necessary in the 
interest of the Gallery to modify this arrangement, 
such modification will be ma.de. 

RESOLVED, That, in view of his advancing years. A. 

V/. Hudson, Doorkeeper, be retired, effective August 
1, 1934, on a pension of $15 per month, provided , 
that if, at any time, the Trustees find it neces¬ 
sary in the interest of the Gallery to modify this 
pension, such modification will be made. 

RESOLVED, That the Director be authorized to engage 
a guard and attendant, preferably one with roofing 
experience, at $1,080 per annum, from August 1, 1934. 
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RESOLVED, That the Director he authorized to engage 
a doorkeeper at $840 per annum, from August 1, 1934. 

RESOLVED, That the Director he authorized to engage 
a secretary for the Right School at compensation 
not to exceed $50 per month for eight months, or 
$400 per annum, from October 1, 1934. 

RESOLVED, That the payment to Philip A. Ryan of $40 
per month, as .Attendant of the Right school, he 
continued until October 1, 1934, in addition to his 
pension as above provided. 

RESOLVED, That Joseph C« Eason, Engineer, he made 
foreman of the Gallery, at no change in salary. 

RESOLVED, That the two firemen he assigned to other 
work as long as they prove themselves efficient and 
competent. 

Dr. LaGorce suggested that, when a new doorkeeper is 
employed, that he he instructed to encourage the sale of 
photographs and catalogues at the door, inasmuch as an active 
and efficient employee in this position would probably greatly 
increase the income from this source. 


Contingent Accounts . 

The contingent accounts of the Director for (1) the Gal¬ 
lery Contingent Fund, ( 2 ) the Art school Contingent Fund, and 
(3) the Door Receipts Account, for the quarter ending May 31, 
1934, were presented and referred to the Committee on Accounts, 
to he by them referred to Messrs. F. V/. Lafrentz & Co. for 
examination.

July 30, 1934. 




By direction of the President, an informal conference of 
members of the Board who were in the city at this time was held 
at the office of Mr. Hamilton this morning at 9:30 o'clock to 
take under consideration the question of the advisability of 
demolishing the five stores owned by the Gallery on 17th Street 
and converting that property into a parking space for automo¬ 
biles. 


There were present, Mr. Hamilton, in the Chair, and Messrs. 
Fleming, Thom, Glover, jr., and Minnigerode. 


Proposition to raze 17th St. stores and convert lots into park ¬ 

ing space declined . 

The Chair stated the purpose of this conference and advised 
the Trustees that Mr. William Miller, of Thos. J. Fisher & Co., 
had received a proposal to rent this property for the purpose 
stated at a rental of $3,000 per annum for the first year, to be 
increased to $4,000 per annum at the beginning of the second 
year. 

After fu}.l and careful consideration of this matter and an 
expression of opinion from all of the members present, it was, 
on motion of Mr. Thom, seconded by Mr. Fleming, ordered (1) that 
this proposal be declined; (2) that the Trustees consider it ad¬ 
visable to defer tearing down these buildings for five or six 
months in order to av/ait developments; and (3) that if, in the 
meantime, an adequate and substantial offer from a thoroughly 
responsible tenant to lease this property for parking purposes 
should be made, the Trustees would then be glad to take it under 
c onsideration. 

Report of Mr. Fleming, re investments . 

Mr. Fleming than stated that as the other two members of the 
Committee on Finance and Investments were present, he, as Treasur¬ 
er of the Gallery, desired to report that he had on hand at this 
jiime approximately $22,000 of uninvested funds, that it was very 
difficult under present conditions to get any high grade first 
mortgage real estate notes, and that, therefore, he recommended 
that this money be invested in high grade bonds ( such, for example 
as those of the Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone Company, of Virginia 
which are now selling at about 103) as he was particularly anxious 
to protect the Gallery’s income. On motion of Mr. Thom, seconded 

by Mr. Glover, Jr., Mr. Fleming's recommendation was unanimously 
approved and he was authorized to invest $15,000 in the bonds of 
the Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone Company, of Virginia, if he 
could secure that amount, and to use his judgaent in investing such 
sum, or sums, as may still be available for that purpose. 

Application to be made for reduction of taxes on property at 20th 

St. and Mass. Ave. 

It was then ordered that the Director make application to the 
Board of Equalization and Pieview of the District of Columbia, for 
a reduction in the taxes on the property in Square 113, Lots 27 
and 28, which as bidden in for the Gallery under foreclosure on 
Friday, July 27th, 1934. It was further ordered that, ft r the 
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present, no application be made for reduction in the taxes on 
the real estate owned by the Gallery in Square 167, Lots 801-803. 


Mr. Thos. W. McKnew to be secured as consultant and advisor for 

making connections with Government central heating plant. 

The Director, on behalf of the Committee on the Building, 
then reported in full the steps which had been taken in the 
matter of getting the necessary connections made, in order that 
the Gallery would be able to secure steam heat from the Govern¬ 
ment's central heating plant. The Board ordered that the Di¬ 
rector endeavor to secure the services of Mr. Thos. ! r . McKnew 
as Consultant and Advisor in this matter; that several estimates 
for this work be secured; that it be done to comply with the re¬ 
quirements of the Procurement Division of the Treasury Department; 
that the most accurate possible information be secured as t o the 
charge which the Government will make for the steam heat supplied; 
and that when these estimates are in hand a meeting of the Com¬ 
mittee on the Building be held in order to take final action. 


Application of International Art Forum for use of Auditorium de - 

clined. 


The Director then submitted the communication from Mr. 
Arnaldo Conti Berenguer, on behalf of the International Art 
Forum, dated July 24, 1934, applying for the use of the Auditor¬ 
ium of the Gallery for meetings of this organization. It was 
ordered, with regret, that the Trustees were unable to grant this 
application at this time. 


The meetiig then adjourned.

American Bankers Assn, granted evening opening of Gallery . 

The President stated that the meeting was called for the 
purpose of considering the Application of the American Bankers 
Association for an evening opening of the Gallery during their 
forthcoming Convention. 

After full consideration, the request of the American 
Bankers Association "that the Corcoran Gallery of Art be opened 
to its members one evening during its approaching convention in 
Washington, October 22-25 inclusive," 

IT IS RESOLVED, that as a willing courtesy to said 
.Association the rule, usually applied, is suspended, 
the request granted and the Director authorized to 
make the necessary arrangement's, on a date to be 
agreed upon, in a.ccordance with the request as con¬ 
tained in the letter of Mr. George 0. Vass, District 
Vice President, of date September 26, 1934. 


Proposals for renting 17th St. property as parking lot . 

With the unanimous consent of the members present, Mr. 
Hamilton read to the Board two offers for leasing the property 
on 17th Street, owned by the Gallery, as a parking lot. Mr. 
Hamilton reported that Thos. J. Fisher & Co. and other reputable 
real estate agents had made every effort to rent the stores now 
occupying this property for nearly a year, but without success. 
Before proceeding with any negotiations with prospective tenants 
who would use the property for parking purposes, Mr. Miller of 
Thos. J. Fisher & Co. wished to know whether the Board would 
consider leasing the property as a parking lot. 

After full consideration, it was, on motion of Mr. Thom, 
seconded by Mr. Fleming, 

RESOLVED, That it was the sense of the meeting that 
the Board would consider leasing the property as a 
parking lot; that Mr. Miller be authorized to con¬ 
duct negotiations with prospective tenants with a 
view' to securing an advantageous offer; and that 
this offer, when secured, be submitted to the Finance 
and Investment Committee with full power to act. 
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Offer for leasing property at 1915 Mass ach usetts Ave. 

Mr. Minnigerode drought to the attention of the Board 
the offer of the Concord Club, Inc. for leasing the property 
at 1915 Massachusetts Ave., owned by the Gallery.

Mr. Minnigerode reported that satisfactory progress was 
being made on the work of connecting the Gallery's heating 
system with the Government Central Heating Plant, and that 
this work should be completed within the present month. 


Portrait by Copley and pa i ntings by Shirlaw . 

The Director reported that he had been informed by the 
owner that the portrait of Jacob Fowle by John Singleton Cop¬ 
ley, which has been on loan in our building for some time, 
would become the property of the Gallery upon her dearth. 

He stated further that three paintings by Walter Shirlaw, 
the well-known American painter, had been lent for exhibition 
with the assurance that at least some of them would later be¬ 
come the property of the Gallery. 


Mr. Hamilto n a uthori z ed to proceed with suit against r 'urdeman . 


Mr. Hamilton stated that he had the papers prepared for 
suing to secure a deficiency judgment against Mr. J. H. Vurde- 
man, on account of the purchase by the Gallery at Trustee's 
sale of the property at 1915 Massachusetts Ave. Upon motion 
of Mr. Thom, seconded by Mr. Minnigerode,^Mr. Hamilton was 
authorized to proceed with this suit.

J. Fisher .& Co. for leasing the property 
on 17th Street, U.W.', owned by the Gallery, as a parking lot, 
one offer being submitted by the Service Parking Corporation, of 
Detroit, offering a five year lease at $4,000 per annum, payable 
one year in advance, the first 45 days to be rent free to compen¬ 
sate the lessee for demolishing the buildings now on the property, 
and after the first year the lease to be cancelable by the Gallery 
upon payment of a bonus of $1,000, the tenant to vacate within 30 
days, or the lessee to have 90 days notice to vacate, this period 
to be rent free. This corporation offers an alternate proposal 
to pay $4,500 per annum, the lease to be cancelable by the lessee 
on 30 days notice.

A similar proposal, with the exception of the last mentioned 
clause, was offered by the Mid City Parking Corporation, of this 
city, but Mr. Miller was of the opinion that the Detroit corpora¬ 
tion was a more responsible concern. 

Mr. Hamilton stated that the Fisher Co. and other real 
estate agents had made every effort to rent the stores now on 
this land, but without success. 

After careful consideration it was, on motion of Mr. Minni- 
gerode, seconded by Mr. Glover, Jr., 

// RESOLVED, That the Finance and Investment Committee 
be authorized to lease the property to the Service 
Parking Corporation, of Detroit, at a minimum rental 
of $4,000 per annum, on a five year lease, if no 
higher rental can be secured, under proper condi¬ 
tions, and in view of the favorable cancellation 
clause to be contained in the lease. 


Report, operation of the budget from Jan. 1 to Sept. 30, 1934 . 

The Director submitted to the Trustees a report of the 
operation of the budget for the Gallery Fund, the Clark a'A ddi¬ 
tion Maintenance Fund and the Art School Fund, the expenditures 
from all of which were within the budget allowances by a small 
margin. 


Letter from Dr. Arthur ITpham Pope, in re: rug in Clark Collection . 

The Director read to the Board a letter from.Dr. Arthur Upham 
Pope, the eminent authority on rugs, in which he states "I have 
at last found funds for making a colour plate of the beautiful 
court carpet of the Clark collection, which I have so long admired. 
In my opinion it is the finest seventeenth century carpet that 
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ever came out of Persia, and I am very proud to have a colour 
plate of it in the Survey.”(A Survey of Persian Art, of which 
Dr. Pope is editor, is now being prepared for publication)

Offer to purchase two paintings by Thos. Cole . 

The President stated the purpose of the meeting, and 
called upon the Secretary to submit for the consideration 
of the Board the offer of Mr. William H. Holston, of Essex 
Fells, N.J. , dated November 30, 1934, made on behalf of a 
client, for the purchase of two paintings by Thomas Cole 
entitled, respectively, "The Departure" and "The Return" at 
$3,000 each. 

After full consideration by the Board, and a careful 
examination of the pictures in question, it was, on motion 
of Mr. Fleming, seconded by Mr. Glover, Jr., ordered that 
this offer be not accepted. 


Purchase of p ai nting "Adirondacks" by Kent authorized . 

The Director then submitted to the Trustees the paint 
ing by Rockwell Kent entitled "Adirondacks" which was offered 
for sale to the Gallery for the sum of $1,500; whereupon, on 
motion of Mr. Fleming, seconded by Mr. Glover, Jr. it was 
ordered that this purchase be made, the picture to be acquired 
from either the W. A. Clark Fund or the Anna E. Clark Fund, 
as may be determined by the Treasurer and the Director. 


Beouest of rug and other objects from Isabel1e Kellogg Thomas 

declined . 

The Director submitted to the Trustees the communication 
from the Union Trust Co., of this city, dated November 14, 
1934, with respect to the bequest to the Gallery under the 
will of the late Isabelle KelloggThomas of an .antique Jajim 
rug, an Early Nestorian carved ivory brooch, two oriental 
silver bracelets and an oriental silver necklace. He also 
submitted all of the objects in question with the exception 
of the silver necklace listed in the will but which the 
executors were unable to find. On motion it was ordered 
that, as these objects were not regarded as suitable for the 
permanent collection of the Gallery, this bequest be declined. 

The Secretary wa,s instructed to convey this decision 
to the Union Trust Co. and to return the objects in question. 
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Property at 1915 Mass. Ave. to be placed in bands of F i sher Go . 

The Board directed that, in accordance with the advice 
of the Finance and Investment Committee, the property at 
1915 Massachusetts Avenue be placed in the hands of Thomas 
J. Fisher & Co., and also that application be made to the 
District of Columbia for a substantial reduction in taxes 
on the 17th Street property. 

The President then stated that he now had in his pos¬ 
session the necessary papers for making application for the 
proposed reduction in taxes on the 17th Street property. He 
also stated that Mr. Miller, of Fisher & Co., would, at all 
times, welcome having any other real estate agent endeavor 
to secure either a tenant or a purchaser for any of the 
Gallery's real estate holdings.
